HE Impiety and Corruꝑtions of 
Cl W-: the preſent Age are too Noto- 

3 ous and Bare-fac d, to need a 
particular Deſeription; and the 
Le thence ariſing, both to Church and 
Stats, too Obvious and Alarming, to re- 
quire many Arguments, to prove the Im- 
mediate Neceſſity of Repentance and Hu- 
miliation, 

Moſt Men Feel and Lament the Cala- 
mities of the Times; but all do not fo 
rightly judge of the Reaſon of them, 
whence they Come, what they Portend, 
and what 1s the proper Remedy. They 
Feel the Rod, but Hear it not, or who hath 
Appointed it. (a)

Hence it is, that ſo many miſ-ſpend 
their Fire in Murmurings and Complaints, 
aggravating Publick Evils, and inflaming 
Popular Diſcontents: Others, in bold and 
bitter Invectives againſt their Superiors 
and Governors, But Kll that are Serious 
and Wiſe, look at the Cauſe of our Suf- 
ferings, rather than the Effets; they con- 
ſider LQ Fonte derivata Clades, &c.] 
whence it is, that all this Evil flows; 
they ſee, that the true and genuine Source 


of Publick Calamities, are Publick and 


Epidemical Sins. They ſee the very Re- 
verſe of that accurſed (4) Book to be 


true, that Private Vices, grown Common 


and Faſhionable, are Publick Miſchiefs. 
At the ſame Time, while they lament 
theſe Things in private, they ſtrive to 
ſtem the Tide of the General Corruption 
by their own better Lives-and Examples, 
by the Influence of their Converſation, or 
their Pens. Above all, it is not to be 
doubted, but they ſtrive earneſtly with 
God in their Prayers, both Publick and 
Private, to ſave this Church and Nation 
from the Ruin we deſerve, and to avert the 
udgments we have Reaſon to fear. 

And the Greater, and more Imminent 
our Danger appears, the more Frequent 
and more Earneſt ſhould our Interceſſions be;

eſpecially on Behalf of our Holy and Dear- 
eft Mother, the Church Eſtablibd, which 
at this Time is more immediately the Butt 
and Object of her Enemies Rage and Ma- 
lice. Never was ſhe more implacably at- 
tack'd by her profeſs'd Advertaries, never 
teſs warmly defended by her own Members 
and Friends, never more deſpiſed by thoſe 
who are without her Pale, or more betray*d 
by ſome of thoſe who are within. 

The Deſign then of this Addreſs is not 
ſo much to Exhort the pious Sons of this 
our afflicted Mother to Pray for Her (for 
that they already do) much leſs is the fol- 
lowing Form offer'd as a Preſcription to 
others, or as preſuming to impoſe a pri- 
vate Compoſition on the Publick ; but hav- 
ing been drawn up at the Inſtance of ſome 
ſelect Friends, who have agreed to ſet a- 
part a particular Day in every Month for 
ſuch an Interceſſional Office, the ſame is 
now, by the Aſſiſtance of the Prefs, com- 
municated to others, who may be diſpoſ- 
ed to join herein; that ſo, where this lit- 
tle Manual ſhall happen to fall into the 
Hands of ſuch as are Grieved for the Af 
fictions of Joſeph, it may contribute to in- 
creaſe the Number of this our Society of 
Mourners, and the more Powertully prevail 
for Mercy. _ 

As once every Month at leaſt is judg'd 
neceſſary for this Solemn Occaſion, the 
A 3 Church 
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Church herſelf has pointed out the moit 
Proper Day for it, namely, the 16th; as 
will appear by the Tenor and Deſign of 
the P/alms, which happen to be appointed 
for that Day's Service. | 

This Day, therefore, let every one that 
loves our Sion, and ſeeks her Peace, dedi- 
cate to Solemn Faftings, to Weeping, and 
Mourning, and cry mightily unto God to 
ſave her in this great Storm. Earneſtly 
Praying with Her, and for Her, that he will 
not deliver his Turtle-Dove to the Mullitude 
of her Enemies, nor forget the Congregation 
of the Poor for ever. 

But it is not propoſed, that this Society 
ſhould, on ſuch Day, and ſuch Occaſion, 
Aſſemble themſelves together; but rather, 
in Imitation of the like Appointment di- 
rected by God himſelf in the Prophet Ze- 
chariah, Ch. xii. ver. 12, 13, 14. that each 
Member remain Apart, and Mourn in Se— 
cret; or, after the Manner our Lord ad- 
viſes, Matt. vii. 6. that they keep ſo Pri- 
vate and Retired, as not to be ſeen of Men,; 
to Enter into the Cloſet, and to ſhut the Door. 

A holy Agreement in the Intention, in 
the Office, and the Day, and, as near as 
may be, the Hour of Ketirement, will con- 
ſtitute as real an Aſſembly, and as regular 
a Congregation, in the ſight of God, as if 
we were aſſembled in one Place. Altho' 
our Bodies will be Apart, and in different

Places, our Minds will be United in the 
ſame Holy Exerciſe, and our Prayers Joint- 
ly aſcend, and meet together at the Throne 
of Grace. 

One of the Clock, or between One and 
Three, ſeems to be the moſt Proper Time

ther than a 7Judgmeut.—— But theſe Things, 

both as to Time and Meafure, muft be 

teft to the Divine Will, In the mean 

Time, let all who mourn for the Publick 

Sins, and tremble at the high Diſpleaſure 

of Heaven, which cannot but be kindled 

againſt” us, endeavour to deliver their Own 

Souls by an humble and fincere Repentance, 

and the Souls of Others by Charitable and 

Fervent Interce//:ons on their Behalf ; and 

at the ſame time be aſſured, for their Com- 

fort, that altho', in the general, they may 

be involv'd in the ſame Calamities, when 
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God ariſes to vifit for theſe Things, and io 
ſhake terribly the Earth, they ſhall undoubt- * 0 
edly ſave their own Souls, and find Mercy 1 
(perhaps an Eſcape) in the Day of Wrath. 
They have Reaſon to Hope, from the fol- 
fowing Inſtance, that the Lord will alfo 
Diſtinguiſn Them by a Token of Saſety; that 
he will fay concerning Them to the _ 

er 
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ſter of his Mercy, — (a) Go thro the midſt 
of the City, thro' th midſt of Jeruſalem, and 
jet a Mark upon the Forebeads of the Men 
that Sigh, and that Cry for all the Abomina- 
tions, that be done in the midſt thereof. 
But of the Others, the Wicked and Im- 
penitent, They may expect he will ſay 
the Executioner of his Juſtice, —— Go 
after him thr the City, and Smite; let I 
your Eye ſpare, neither have ye Pily, Slay 
utterly Toi Old and Young, both Maids and 
little Children, and Women ; but & come noi 
Near any Man, upon whom is the Mark, and 
begin at my Sanctuary, &c. 

Seeing then that theſe Things are ſo, 
and may probably very ſoon be verified 
upon us, ſhall we not ſay to every Man, 
who is not yet Awaken'd to the Senſe of 
our Common Danger, as it was ſaid unto. 
Jonab, Ch. i. 6 What meaneſt thou, O 
Sleeper? Ariſe, call upon thy God, if ſo be 
that God will thinx upon us, that we periſh 
not. 

Since writing the foregoing Invitation, 
a little Treatiſe of the Pious Biſhop Hall, 
on the like Subject, hath fallen into our 
Hands, intitled — The Holy Order of Mour- 
ners in Sion; which containing ſeveral Rules 
and Reſolutions for the better Regulation 
of ſuch a Fraternity, and for more effec-

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tually anfwering the Defign, *tis thought 
proper to infert the fame with ſome few 
Alterations, as well for the Benefit and 
Uſe of the faid Rules, as to give the grea- 
ter Sanction and Authority to the preſent 
Propoſal. Thus then the Biſhop ; 
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« Foraſmuch as there is no well- affected 
Chriſtian, that is not deeply ſenſible of 
the woeful Calamity of this once-glorious 
Church, now humbled into the Duſt of 
Confufion, and expos'd to the Pity of 
all thoſe Foreign Neighbours, which 
heretofore, Blefled it as a ſingular Pattern 
of Divine Merey, and to the Scorn and 
Derifion of Gath and Melon; and for- 


aſmuch as it is, and hath been ever the' 


Practice of the Enemies' of our Peace, 
to range themſelves into feveral Ranks 
and Files, under various Forms, Quali- 
ties, and Denominations, as on the one 


| Side the Society of Jeſus, the Order of the 


Glorious Virgin, and the reft of this Kind, 
not eaſy to be numbered ; on the other 
Side, Seekers, Quaters, Dippers, Ran- 
ters, and ſuch other Prodigies of Miſ- 
religion and Faction; and thereby have 
found Advantage ſeveral Ways for the 
promoting our Ruin; Why ſhould it 
not be found requiſite, that We, the 
Profeſſed Servants of our Lord Fe/aus 
Chriſt, Orthodox and Genuine Sons of 
the Church of England, thro? a juſt 1 5

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ſentment of our Miſery and Danger, 
ſhould firmly Reſolve, for the Counter- 
mining of theſe Engineers of Hell, and 
Conſpirers of our Deſtruction, to enter 
into a ſafe, warrantable Holy Fraternity 
of Mourners in Sion? whole Profeſſion 
and Work ſhall be a Peculiarity -of De- 
votion, ſtriving with fervent Prayers and 
Tears to obtain from Heaven a Seaſon- 
able Redreſs of theſe our preſſing Cala- 
mities, and a Prevention of that utter 
Overthrow and final Devaſtation, which 
threatens this miſerable Church, where- 
in we yet live: And for this Purpoſe, 
may it be thought meet to Tye our- 
ſelves, by our Silent and Secret Vows, 
to theſe Rules following:

Lowlineſs of Mind, and Holineſs of Life, 
as may effectually heal all our Divifions, 
and compoſe all our Differences. So fill 
us with Love, and unite us in Peace, that 
the God of Love and Peace may de- 
light to be with us, and Truth and 
Righteouſneſs be eſtabliſhed amongſt us, 
and we may no more diſhonour our Re- 
formed Church and Doctrines by our diſſo- 
lute Practices.
